VA Proclamation for the better Confining of 


Popilli Recuſants, Conuict according 


to the Lawe. 


ö lercas by Our Lawies, all Popiſh Recuſants Con- 


uict ought to remaine Confined to their dwellings, o2 places of a⸗ 
bode , 02 Within fine miles thereof, vnleſſe in caſes neteſſarp, vpon 
ſpecial Licences obtained, accoꝛding to the lame Lawes; And where 
Dar louing Dublects, the Toꝛds and Commons in Parliament 
did, amongſt other things, humbly petition Us, That foz the better 
ſecuring of Our State againſt the ill affections of Peſinted Papiſts, 
theſe Lawes might be put in due execution: 

Wee, conceiuing that theſe Lawes will be executed with better ſucceſſe, if Wee ſhall publiſh 
Our reſolution herein, and by ſome fitting Cautions pꝛeuent thoſe euaſions, which haue been 
heretofoze pꝛactiled foꝛ the deluding of thoſe Lawes, and pzopound Rewards to thoſe, who 
Hall diſcouer the offenders, Haue thought fit by this Dur Royall Pꝛoclamation to declare, 
and doe hereby declare Our will and pleaſure concerning the pꝛemiſſes, in manner follow- 
ing. | 

Firſt therefoze , Wee doe hereby publiſh Our full reſolution to bee, and doe Hereby ſtraitly 
charge and command, thatthoſe Lawes, concerning the confining of Popiſh Recuſants, bee 
from hencekooꝛth duely obſerued , and that the offenders againſt the ſame ſhall inturre and re- 
ceiue thoſe penalties and puniſhments which their high contempts delerue, and which by Dur 
Lawes ought to be inflicted vpon them. 
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Aud turcher, Wee doe hereby ſtraitly charge aud command all perſons whatſocuer , which 
by the ſayd Tawes haue power to grant Licences, in caſes neceſſary, todiſpence with the Con- 
finement of Popiſh Recuſants conuict, foꝛ a time, that they take ſpectall care, that they grant 
no Licences, but inſuch tales where they ſhall finde good pꝛobabtlity of trueth in the luggeſti⸗ 
ons made fo: the obtaining thereof, and then but foꝛ ſuch time onely , as in their iudgements 


is conuenient foꝛ the diſpatch of thoſe occations and buſineſſes which are ſuggeſted to mooue 


the granting of thoſe Licences. 
And we doc further ſtraitly charge and command, That no Popiſh Netulant conuict doe pꝛe⸗ 


ſume to make any feigned oꝛ vntrue ſuggeſtion, foꝛ the obtaining of ſuch Licence ; oꝛ if he, oz ſhee 
hall haue cauſe to trauaile from the place of their Confinement, that they doe not ſuggeſt their 
buſineſſes to be of other nature, then in trueth they be, oꝛ to require longer time of diſpatch 
then is requiſite, that ſo they may returne againe to their places of Confinement, without any 
vnneceſſarie delay; and that during the time permitted vnto them by their Licences, they take 
heede that they abuſe not the Libertic granted vnto them foꝛ other purpoſes, then were truely 
intended buto them. And if any ſhall aduentureto offend herein, Wee doe hereby gine them 
knowledge, that they muſt expect that puniſhment, which by Dur Lawes, oꝛ by Pur Peeroga+ 
tine Royall, can iuſtly be inflicted bpon the offenders fo: fo high a contempt. | 

And laſtly, leſt the hope of impunitie may gine encouragement to any to offend, wee doe 
hereby pꝛomile, which wee will conſtantly perfozme, That whoſoeuer ſhall diſtouer any offen- 


tes, oꝛ offenders againſt Our lapd Lawes, oz againſt this Pur Royall Pzoclamation, vnto 


Our Attourney Generall, fo2 the time being, whom wee haue commanded to take knowledge 
of all luch Pnfozmations, and to pꝛoteed againſt the offenders acco2ding to the dnecourſe of Our 
Lawes, that ſuch perſons who ſhall make ſuch dilcouerie, and pꝛooue the ſame, whereby any 
offenders may reteiue their delerued puniſhment, ſhall be rewarded with a full fourth part of 
the Fozfeitnres, which ſhall, oz may come oꝛ accrew vnto Us vpon the Conuiction of the offen- 
ders, 02 other Judgement oꝛ Sentence legally had againſt them, to intitle Us thereunto , as 
of Our free Gilt.
